Patronize the Local Fairs. 


There are many advantages to be derived 
from attending the town and county fairs, 
so many that no progressive farmer can 
afford to neglect them and remain at home. 
This subject may be called a hackneyed 
one, but it is ouly by line upon line and 
precept upon precept that any great truths 
come to be recognized as such by the 
masses. We have often discussed this same 
subject in these columns, and have tried to 
place before our readers in their true light. 
the advantages which are to be gained from 
attending and taking an active part in the 
annual festivals of the farmers, but when 
the season comes round we feel that we 
should be neglectful of our duty, did we 
not refer to it again. Perhaps we ought 
not to complain that farmers are not gener- 
ally quite willing to attend, but when it 
comes to taking an active part and helping 
to mgke these festivals what they can and 
should be, there are neces too many 
delinquents in every community.

the best opportunity for comparing average 
products such as are obtained by many 
farmers in the same community. It is 
here, also, that a farmer meets his personal 
friends and acquaintances, and this ac- 
quaintance favors freedom of expression 
and an exchange of views, and brings out 
the farm practice by which they have 
attained success, or wherein they have 
failed. If one has achieved success in any 
particular direction, whether it be in 
the production of good crops or good 
animals, there is no reason why his fellow 
townsmen, other things being equal, by 
pursuing the same course, should not attain 
like suecess; or if failure has resulted from 


took place and the young fruit started well. 
but that soon after, it began to wither 
and either dry up or drop off. and many 
trees which early gave promise of a fair 
yield, were left entirely fruitless. The 
very wet weather which prevailed at that 
time, may have had some effect in produc- 
ing this disastrous result and it may not; 
such problems are not easy of solution. 
The loss will be seriously felt, especially 
by those who make apple-culture a spec- 
ialty, but the number of these in this State 
is not very large. One of the great advan- 
tages of mixed husbandry is found in the 
fact that where it is practiced the failure of 
a single crop is not disastrous. It may 
seriously shorten the year’s profits, because 
in a good season there is nothing that pays 
better than orcharding, but where there 
are several crops upon which the farmer 
depends, the loss of one will not seriously 
cripple him. We are to havea short crop 
of apples, and it is equally true that we 
shall be obliged to get along with what we 
raise, for it is quite evident that there is no 
section of the country that will have a 
surplus. It behooves us therefore, to take 
good care of our small crop; protect the 
trees and fruit in the best manner until 
harvest time comes, and then gather them 
with such eare as not to impair their keep- 
ing qualities. There will be none for ex- 
port, few for stock and few for cider, 
but if the crop is all kept in the State as it 
should be, the supply will be fair for ordi- 
nary purposes.

Pursuant to an invitation extended by 
the Agricultural Editor of the FARMER, at 
the April meeting in Dexter, the August 
meeting of the Maine Bee-Keepers’ Associa- 
tion was held in this city, commencing at 
ten o’clock on Thursday last. The meet- 
ing was held in the Alderman’s room in 
Granite Hall block.

reared in a wild state, are as nearly per- 
fect as it is possible to have them, while it 
remains with man to produce inferior speci- 
mens from superior stock. In the breed- 
ing of cattle and stock generally, the rule 
now is to strive to improve. 

We first ascertain or determine what par- 
ticular points we desire to maintain and 
perpetuate, and to bend our best energies 
to the work. Already we have made vast 
progress in this direcfion. As an evidence, 
I can point to the vast size of our short- 
horns, the milk, butter and cheese qualities 
of our Jerseys, and horses for speed, while 
ten years ago a mile in three minutes for a 
horse to travel was considered fast. We 
now think we are getting a slow rate of 
speed unless we can drive that distance in 
2.25 or less. The time has come however, 
when beauty of color alone in our bees is a 
matter of secondary importance. Bee-keep- 
ers are demanding something more; they 
have found out that beauty alone will not se- 
cure them a big crop of honey, and as but 
few keep an apiary for experiment only. 
tuey desire, regardless of color, such stock 
as will guarantee them a good surplus crop ; 
not that they object to beauty, but unless 
they can obtain it in connection with those 
other qualities which make their bees fair- 
ly remunerative, they decidedly prefer to 
take color as it comes, rather than to please 
the fancy at the expense of the pocket. 
How, then, shall we rear such queens as 
will prove the most remunerative, and who 
perpetuate those qualities that will give us 
bees for business? In the first place. then, 
we must select for the queen mother such 
as give us hardy, long-lived, industrious, 
strong winged and peaceable bees. If such 
a stock is of the right color for style, so 
much the better. 

A queen reared from the egg of such a 
stock must necessarily prove a good one, 
and if she becomes fertilized by a drone 
from another such a stock of different 
strain, we have sofar done all that is 
necessary to improve in the right direction. 
Keeping the above points in view, and 
breeding only from strong stocks, we will 
get the best queens possible. If we wish 
to rear queens however at a time when no 
honey is being gathered from the fields,’ 
we must feed our stocks liberally while 
cell ao going forward, as there is 
no doubt that better queens are reared 
while the bees are getting stores plentifully, 
either from the fields at large, or from the 
feeder athome. Ido not think it makes 
any difference whether queens are reared 
under the swarming impulse or not, as re- 
yards their value, provided we supply arti- 
ficially and in plenty the stores which they 
naturally gather for themselves. In fact, 
I am rather of the opinion, that if we keep 
close watch and force our bees to use eggs 
rather than larva three or four days old as 
they are apt to do when under the swarm- 
ing impulse, we shall get a stock of queens 
superior to many that remain in the hive 
after a swarm has issued. 

By caretul attention to details, and by 
taking as much care in the selection of the 
drone mother as of the queen mother, and 
always selecting strong stocks of business 
bees from which to procure both queen and 
fertilizing drones, working for beauty as 
far as is practicable, yet making that point 
alone a secondary one, we can soon pro- 
duce a strain of bees, that are not only ca- 
pable of bringing us in a handsome amount 
of profit, but also as beautiful in color as 
we may desire, and so peaceable in disposi- 
tion as to be handled without danger of 
their stings. All this will cause trouble 
and care on the part of the breeder, and as 
a rule in order to bring breeding to abso- 
lute perfection, it must be made a special- 
ty; the ordinary bee-keeper cannot raise 
perfect queens -_ : pve — time to a 
honey A as Ww ound necessary 
to give Stas results. Let us look for- 
ward then to the good time coming (and it 
is sure to come) when our bees will be as 
near perfection as are our horses and cat- 
tle. 

In this article, I have not attempted to 
give any directions for rearing queens, as 
they can be found by any one in the vari- 
ous manuals and journals of the day, but 
have endeavored briefly to point out the 
necessary requirements to make our stocks 
as perfect oat is ible to have them, 
and as the colony depends wholly upon the 
queen, and the drone she mates with all 
that we require is to select both male and 
female parents, from such stocks as 
the most desirable qualities, and by fol- 
lowing this plan out in detail, we shall 
soon be able to accomplish our purpose, 
and that too with positiveness and certainty, 
and in an exceedingly short period of time. 
We have the to work for a series 
of years to improve our cattle, why not 
have the patience then for a few months to 
bring this about with our bees, especially 
when we know that we shall attain success 
eventually ? 

A lengthy discussion followed the read- 
ing of the paper. occupying the remainder 
of the session. The merits of the different 
kinds of bees was discussed at some length. 
Mr. Norton of Madison keeps the Holy 
Land bee, and reported a colony that had 
made 200 pounds of surplus honey the 

season. He thinks a pure bred bee 
of this kind well adapted to Maine. 

Mr. Additon reported two swarms of 
Italians; one of these a year old, which 
has swarmed but once, has made 130 pounds 
of surplus honey, while the swarm has 
made 70 pounds. He likes the Italian on 
many accounts, but thinks there is no 
variety that makes so nice box honey as 
the black bee, 

Mr. Hoyt sent to Indiana for a queen of 
the Holy Land variety, whicn he introduced 
to a hive of hybrids. The colony has not 
had a fair as to honey production, 
but he has and sold some 12 or 15 


queens, As to disposition, he has not fairly 








Mr. Hoyt reported two swarms of 
Cyprian bees that had made 350 pounds of 
surplus honey the present season. 

Mr. Mason said that he had no report to 
make of honey production, as his chief 
business is to rear queens. Colonies em- 
ployed in queen rearing are not as strong 
and vigorous for wintering as those that 
devote their time to making box honey. 
He keeps the Italian bee. 

A committee was appointed to examine 
the articles on exhibition and make a re- 
port, consisting of Messrs. Hodgkins, 
French and Reynolds. 

THURSDAY MORNING. 

The question of spring dwindling, its 
causes and cure was taken up and Mr. 
French was the first speaker.. He thought 
one of the chief causes was taking bees 
out of their winter quarters too early. 
Another is the keeping of too much old 
comb in the hive. The cure suggests it- 
self; do not carry the bees out too early, 
but keep them as quiet as possible. Bees 
should not be excited by moving them or 
jarring the hive. The most judicious way 
is to keep them quiet until there is bloom 
and the weather becomes warm. Another 
remedy is to remove the old comb. 

Another way to prevent spring dwind- 
ling is to have young bees in the fall— 
They are not nearly as likely to dwindle as 
old ones. The discussion was continued 
by J. N, Atwood of Vassalboro, Joseph 
Farnham of Augusta and others. 

Mr. Norton said the matter had been 
quite satisfactorily explained. He thought 
excitement in the yard was likely to prove 
injurious to weak swarms. 

Mr. Hodgkins asked how long a queen 
would live. Mr. Reynolds said he had a 
queen that he knew hud lived four years. 

Mr. Atwood thought dwindling might be 
caused from different circumstances. He 
has had the same kind of swarms kept in 
the same cellar and moved out at the same 
time and yet there was great difference in 
their dwindling. 

Mr. Hodgkins asked where we can get 
young bees? How shall we separate them? 
Mr. Mason remarked that they would sep- 
rate themselves because the old will die. 
The bees that hatch in September and the 
early part of October are the ones that 
carry the swarms through the spring. Mr. 
Mason thought that one of the chief causes 
of spring dwindling is early spring breed- 
ing. He would not have bees begin to 
breed before the middle of April. Mr. 
Mason has a queen that is six years old and 
is laying profusely now and has all the way 
through, but this is an exception. She 
has been clipped, but he would not advise 
clipping queens because they are liable to 
crawl away and get lost. 

Mr. Hoyt spoke of the age of bees— 
thinks that workers can be kept alive from 
May till May again, but they must not 
work. It is over work that kills the work- 
ing bees in about six weeks. He thinks 
that July is the best month in which to 
rear queens, then you will have them laying 
in August and have a hive full of bees in 
September. Tnese bees will live through 
winter and make strong spring stocks. 

Mr. Hoyt said his experience is that if 
you unite two weak swarms in the spring, 
in a week after they are united there will 
be no more bees than there were in one of 
the swarms before they were united. 

Mr. Reynolds read a paper entitled his 
“Spring Report,” and a paper was also 
read by the Secretary from Mr. O. L. Saw- 
yer of Gardsner, entitled the ‘Losses of 
Last Winter.” This was followed by dis- 
cussion on the best methods of wintering, 
but there was the usual diversity of opin- 
ion, and no new facts were brought out.

AFTERNOON. 

The afternoon session was brief as the 
members were obliged to leave at 4 o'clock. 
Dr. J. A. Morton of Bethel, wss elected 
Vice Presideut for Oxford county. It was 
voted that the next meeting be held at 
Lewiston, on the second Thursday in Feb- 
ruary. A committee to make arrange- 
ments for the meeting was appointed, con- 
sisting of J. B. Mason, L. F. Abbott and 
Dr. J. A. Morton. A committee 
of Wm. Hoyt, F. O. Additon and J. B. 
Mason was appointed to correspond with 
parties in different parts of the State with 





a view to fixing a uniform price for honey. 
The report of the committee on exhibi- 
tions was then made as follows: Best 


honey extractor, J. B. Mason, Mechanic’ 
Reynolds, 


Falls; best hive 
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Madison; Holy-Land bees, William Hoyt, 
Ripley ; best bee smoker (roots), L. French, 
Dexter; pure Italian queens, J. B. Mason, 
Mechanic Falls. 

The association have completed arrange- 
ments to make a very full exhibit at the 
State Fair. It will probably be a larger 
exhibit than was ever made by the associa- 
tion at any previous fair. 

Notes. 





We recently received by mail a box 
which from appearance had been filled 
with Fay’s New Prolific Currants, but on 
Opening it we found only half a dozen 
berries.

The beautiful gilt beetle left on our table 
during our absence a few days ago, is 
known as the Goldsmith's beetle (Catalpa 
lanigera.) Prof. Fernald writes us that he 
has it from Auburn, Me., but does not find 
itin Orono. It is common in Massachu- 
setts and places farther south. The insect 
destroying the larvae of the currant saw 
fly brought in by Mrs. Fairbanks of this 
eity, Prof. Fernald pronounces the pupa 
of a true bug, ( Podius spinosus.)

Laying Drains—Answer. 


In answer to your correspondent, 8. 
Princeton, how to construct stone drains, | 
will say that twenty-three years ago I had 
dug and laid with stone 5000 feet of drain, 
316 feet deep and 24 feet apart. The work 
was done by a Scotchman just from 
Scotland; he was areliable workman and 
took every pains to make a good job. ‘The 
drains were about 15 inches wide at the 
bottom, with good stiff clay to rest upon. 
A stone was laid on each side to forma 
channel about 4 or 6 inches run and good 
stones put on the top; all crevices were 
filled up with small stones about 18 inches, 
not thrown in promiscuously, but every 
pains taken to keep out the soil, and at the 
top of the stone well sodded with good 
grassy sods. The drains worked like a 
charm for five or six years, but first one 
drain and then another commenced to stop 
running, and in taking same of them up, | 
found them filled with soil; the business of 
trying to remedy them was a hopeless task 
and | gave up in disgust. I think the frost 
probably assisted in a great measure to dis- 
tarb the stones. I have heard men assert 
that they had stone drains and had no 
trouble with them, but on inquiry and in- 
vestigation perhaps the drains were not 
above 4 or 6 rods in length; such is my ex- 
perience of stone drains. At that time we 
had no drain pipes made in St.John. Six 
amateur farmers formed a joint stock com- 
pany and we subscribed $50 each, bought 
a drain pipe machine from the States, gave 
it toa brick maker, a good live man that 
could manage it. We agreed with him to 
sell the 2 inch tile at $10 per thousand and 
the large size in proportion; the stock 
holders were to have what pipe they 
wanted up to the amount of their stock, at 
a discount of 25 per cent, and when they 
had taken out $50 worth, the machine be- 
longed to the brick maker. It took a short 
time to get the farmers tw use the pipe, but 
they soon found out the advantage of pipe 
over stone or wood drains. By laying 
pipe, you have not half the digging out and 

ing in as you have with stone, and 12 
inch pipe, 2 inch bore at $10 per thousand 
cost one cent each. You cannot haul stone 
and lay one rod for 16$¢ cents, and when 
pipes are properly laid they last for ages; 
no fear of frost disturbing them; by hay- 
ing a continuous run, all the water js out 
before frost comes on, Qne of my pipe 
drains was only 13 inches deep in one 
place; I could not make it more on account 
of the conformation of the ground. I took 
up a pipe after 13 years and it was as sound 
as when putin. This communication will 
be too long for a mewspaper article, but 
you might send the manuscript to your 
correspondent, 5. Princeton, and if he is a 
little ae mene a soon bare 5 
company formed, w suggest 
some of the local agricultural societies 
might give a grant. from their funds to as- 
sist; it would be much better than giving

think in the States, is made so that by tak- 
ing out the dies for brick, you can insert 
dies suitable for pipe tile at an extra cost 
of about $30. I feel very much in favor of 
tile; can speak from experience of its great 
advantages. I have about ten miles of 
pipe laid on my farm all working well; 
some of the drains have been laid over 
twenty years. I would not have written 
such a long article, had I not felt so much 
of the advantages of under- draining.

Now Gloucester Hay and Stock Items. 


It is estimated that the past year about 
1000 tons of hay were pesneedl and sold 
within two miles ofthe R. R. depots in 
town. On allthe farms from which this 
amount of hay was sold, with one excep- 
tion, are kept large stocks of cattle, the 
herds of cows ranging from 8 or 10 to 20. 

The largest hay producers in town are 
Nicholas Rideout, J. B. Hammond and A. 
C. Chandler, each of whom cuts trom 150 
to 200 tons. Mr. Rideout showed me a 
field of 50 acres on the G.T. R.R. that 
produces two tons, or better, per acre. 

In 16 days, to July 28 with the New 
Model Eureka Mower, 6 feet cut, a horse 
rake and tedder, with a crew of seven men 
and one boy he has put in 180 horse loads 
of hay. r. R. thinks so highly of the 
Eureka Mower that he says “he would not 
take the gift of a side cut machine.” 

Mr. Hammond has harvested 175 tons, 
or more of hay in 16 days, all having been 
mowed in 13 forenoons. He showed mea 
60 acre field, clay loam, that prodnced two 
tons to theacre. He has run two mowing 
machines, two horse rakes, a tedder and 
four, two horse and ox racks, with a crew 
of 8 men, 5 horses and one pair of oxen. 

Mr. Chandler has built a large barn the 
present season on his lot near the M. C. R. 
R. depot. At the time of my call, July 
27, he was hauling hay from this lot with 
two four wheeled carts,one drawn by six 
oxen, and one by four oxen that would 
average nearly or quite 74¢ feet in the line. 
About 75 ordinary bunches he considers 
a full load. 

Mr. J. B. Hammond still has his thor- 
oughbred Swiss bull, three years old. He 
has four yearling steers of his get. one pair 
that took the first premium at the last State 
Fair, are 6 feet, and one pair 5 feet 8 inches 
in the line, each pair nicely matched and 
all heavy built steers. He also has 16 
yearling heifers, 8 heifer calves and one 
pair of steer calves, all of his get. 

Mr. Nicholas Rideout has a couple of 
very nice looking heifer calves four

grade Ayrshire and Jersey heifer, prom- 
ising stock. 

Mr. J. W. True has a two years old steer 
team hard to beat. One pair le Dar- 
hams 6 feet 5 inches, with which he is 
hauling hay. and one pair grade Here- 
fords 6 feet 2 inches, all very nice steers 
and very nicely matched in pairs. 

Mr. Andrew C. Chandler has 17 oxen, 
all but one pair fed by himself through 
the last winter and spring with cotton 
seed and corn meal, the smallest nearly or 
quite 7 feet and the largest about 8 feet in 
the line, a part of them being remarkably 
fine oxen, C. 8. A.

B. F. Pease & Son of Cornish havea 
home farm of 100 acres, with wood, timber 
and pasture lands away; large and excel- 
lent buildings, barn 130x41 feet with base- 
ment. Their hay crop is 75 tons. 
They winter some 40 head of cattle. Have 
been breeding Sbhorthorns for several years 
and now have a herd of 12 Thoroughbreds, 
headed by a fine bull of their own raising, 
two years old last February, girted the 
first of June 6 feetand 9 inches. Among 
their other stock are 10 yokes of working 
oxen. 

Mr. C. D. Small has about 300 acres of 
land, wintered about ay | head of cattle, 
and has a large stock barn 150x45 feet, 
well finished, with basement under the 
whole.

I have read the Woman's Column with 
much interest for several years, and have 
sometimes thought I would like to reply 
to some of the articles in it, but have 
never done so until now. 

When the last FARMER came, and I read 
Adelia’s letter, I felt as if I must sit right 
down and tell her that [ agree with her en- 
tirely on the subject of tobacco using. It 
is not only a nasty, disgusting habit, but 
is a fearful evil. 

Sister Adelia, Iam with you, heart and 
hand in waging war mst tobacco, for, 
as you say, it deadens the sensibilities, and 
injures the prospects for life, not only of 
the users of the vile stuff, but also their 
wives and children. How many a tired, 
overworked mother, in our land to-day, is 
getting along without a hired girl, (Beg 
pardon, Pro Bono Pubdlico,I know of no 
fitter term,) and also doing without any of 
the labor saving inventions, such as sew- 
ing machine, clothes-wringer &c., &c., 
working till head, hands, and heart ache, 
when the yearly amount paid for tobacco 
would supply her with a part of these, and 
perhaps all, for there are many things 
which, once purchased, last a lifetime, and 
do not have to be replaced every time one 
goes to the store, as does the supply of 
tobacco. Then, too, how many boys and 
girls are growing up in ignorance; how 
many who long for an education cannot ob- 
tain it, because ‘Father is in debt,” and 
cannot afford to send them to school, at any 
rate no more than to the common schools, 
and then they must leave their school four 
or five years too soon and go into the 
woods, or to the factory, or somewhere 
else, to earn money to pay off the mort- 
gage on the farm, while that same —— 
which has been paid for tobacco, would 
have paid long ago, stopping the interest 
money, and in manycases giving a snug 
little sum for a ‘rainy day”. This is not 
over doing the thing or exaggerating at 
all. There are hundreds of just such cases 
in our own and other states. 

Many « home, destitute of the luxuries, 
and often of the real necessities of life, 
might be handsomely furnished to-day, 
with money paid for tobacco, in the time 
which the husband and father has used 
the miserable stuff. How many men 
speak of any household ornament as *‘‘all 
nonsense” and say, “people had better 
spend their money for something which 
will do them some good,”- who would 
roll up their eyes in holy horror at the 
mere mention of their buying a piano or 
an organ, never once dreaming (or caring 
I am afraid) how much real happiness 
wife or children would derive from the 
same; and then complacently light their 
pipes and while smoking, hold forth at 
great length upon the extravagance of 
women in general, and their own wives 
and daughters in particular? I have not 
much hope for such men. 

Oh, when will our fathers, husbands, 
brothers and sons awake to the enormity 
of the wrong they are doing themselves 
and those they profess to love, though for 
my part I have not mueh faith in the love 
that will let a man deprive his family of 
what they need, spending his money and 
making himself a nuisance both at home 
and abroad. For what is more disgusting 
than a man who smells like an animated 
tobacco plug? In my opinion, tobacco us- 
ing is hardly second in the list of evils, to 
that of drinking alcoholic liquors; I am 
sure I would as lief a man’s breath smelt 
of whiskey as of tobacco. 

Oh! Sisters, let us do all in our power 
to prevent our boys from using tobacco, 
Let us teach them that it is a poison, fit on- 
ly to kill sheep-ticks, cattle’s lice, &c., &c. 
Let us advise our daughters never to mar- 
ry or keep company with those who use it. 

And if any tobacco user should peep into 
this column, ‘“‘just to see what the women 
are writing avout nowadays,” 1 hope he 
may ‘‘see himself as others see him,” and 
then decide never again to chew or smoke 
tobacco.

And Topsy—if you area 
farmer's wife, no doubt you will under- 
stand this—I believe the more work one 
has to do, the more time they will find to 
do—well everything. Rather an unphi- 
losophic statement perhaps, but as far as 
my limited experience goes, it is so.

needs. The secret is, that where one’s 
hands are full, they study to take advan- 

of their work and make every moment 
profitable in some way.
